The National Pulp Board Association | 
Scores a Big Point and Issues a Brand | 


New Schedule of Prices for Its Prod- 
ucts.—Those Who Have Come Back 


Into the Field. 


The National Pulp Board Association 
held a meeting in New York last week at 
which an arrangement was perfected by 
which five mills making newsboard were 
prevailed upon to come into the association 
and join hands in the movement to put the 
price upon a firmer basis. These mills 
were the Bogota Paper Company, Bogota, 
N. J.; Payn & Blinn’s mill, at Chatham, 
N. Y.; the Philadelphia Paper Manufactur- 
ing Company, Philadelphia, Pa.; George 
W. Downs & Co., at Newark, N. J., and 
Enterprise Straw Board Company, 
Honeoye, N. Y. ne 

The National Pulp Board Association 
has been experiencing no little trouble with 
the newsboard question for some time past. 
It has exerted every energy to whip into 
line the independent mills which were di- 
rectly responsible for the slashing of prices. 
Its success in this direction has been 
marked by a big advance in the price of 
newsboard. Whereas this board was sell- 
ing at “any old price” between $26 and 
$30 a few weeks ago, it can’t be bought to- 
day for less than $35.

| of the Treasury had remitted the penalties. 


He charged that he was libeled by the al- 
legation that he had sworn falsely. 

Mr. Morey was offered the free use of 
the columns of THe JouRNAL to set forth | 
any grievance he might have, but up to 
this writing has not taken advantage oi 
the offer. 

Edwin Morey, head of the firm of 
Morey & Co., has brought a civil suit for 
libel against the Howard Lockwood Pub- 
lishing Company, the owner of THE Jour- 
NAL, placing his damages at $50,000, and | 
his two sons have also brought a similar 
suit for a like amount. These suits will 
be tried in due season. Of course, it 
would be manifestly improper for THE

pending its determination by the court. It

JOURNAL, in printing a report of the case, 
simply desired to inform the trade of the 
history of the case. It now renews its of- 
fer to Morey & Co. to allow them the 
use of its columns in order that, if an in- 
justice has been done them, as_ they be- 
lieve, they may set themselves properly 
before the trade of the country.

Another Gathering to Discuss Prices 
Has Been Called. 


The manufacturers of sulphite pulp met 
in Boston last week and further discussed 
the subject of a combination to advance 
prices. The meeting accomplished little 
beyond the appointment of a committee 
consisting of Henry T. Bartow, of Bos- 


ton, and Frederick Bertuch, of this city, to | 


draft a call for a meeting to be held at the 
Parker House, Boston, on Wednesday 
next, at 10 A. M., at which time it is hoped 
some agreement may be reached which, to 
quote the call, will “put the manufacturers 
in a position to get a fair return on their 
investments.” 

The recent advance in price of $2 a ton, 
it now appears, was adlfered to only by a 
few individuals. There was a subsequent 
general agreement to advance the price $1 
a ton, but no figure was set. Much con- 
fusion resulted, because the man who had 
been formerly selling his product for $38 
found upon his advancing the price to $39 
that his business rival was selling his 
product for $29, and that that figure actual- 
ly represented an advance of $1. The call 
which has been issued for next Wednes- 
day’s meeting is given below. It was 
signed by eight names, three manufactur- 
ers and five agents: 

Boston, October 14, 1897. 

Dear Sitrs—The undersigned, manufac- 
turers of sulphite pulp, at a gathering held 
at Boston on October 12, have decided to 
ask you to be present at a meeting to be 
held at the Parker House, October 27, 
1897, at IO A. M. 

It was the unanimous opinion of the 
meeting that now is the time to make an 
earnest appeal to the manufacturers of sul- 
phite pulp, and that, with the proper sup- 
port of a majority of the same some agree- 
ment could be made that would accom- 
plish our purpose, and would put the man- 
ufacturers in a position to get a fair return 
on their investments, which, unfortunate- 
ly, has not, in many instances, been the 
case heretofore. 

It is the intention to submit a plan that 
will be acceptable to every mill, but this 
can only be done if all will respond to this 
call; and if you will attend, without fail, we 
think you will find yourselves amply re- 
paid for the little inconvenience that you 
may undergo by attending this meeting.

The arrival of the twenty-fifth anniversary 
number of THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL has 
been a real event for the trade in the valley 
this week. It has been looked forward to 
for some little time, but it is easy to see that 
nobedy expected anything of such beauty 
and completeness. 

Business among the mills in the valley is 
holding its own in a satisfactory manner. 
One manufacturer told me that when in 
Chicago last week he was compelled to re- 
fuse many orders offered him. It is just 
possible that in some of the higher grades 
of paper there has been a slight falling off in 
orders, but it is not sufficient to be consid- 
ered anything but a temporary circumstance. 
As a general thing manufacturers express 
themselves as perfectly satisfied with the way 
things are going. 

In response to a good deal of effort, the 
Government has granted permission for the 
manufacturers to draw the water in the lake 
down to a point 6 inches below the crest of 
the Menasha dam. The water was getting 
very close to the crest, but this order will 
permit the same amount of water to be 
drawn as before until the close of naviga- 
tion, when it is probable that the Govern- 
ment will allow another 6 inches or so to be 
taken, which will keep things moving prop- 
erly during the winter. 


In the matter of the arrest of several mill | 


superintendents for illegal drawing of water, 
as the cases are not infamous they will not 
be brought before the grand jury on indict- 
ment, but the United States district attorney 
will file informations against the corpora- 
tions controlling the mills by which the 
water was drawn down, which will come up 
at the January term of the United States 
Court.

One Irish mill, which has been shut down 
for some time, and has always been more 
or less unsuccessful, is about to be started 
up under bright auspices. Mr. T. Y. Nut- 
tall will be at the helm. This gentleman is 
well known as manager of the Darwen 
Paper Mill Company, and he severed his . 
connection with the Lancashire mill at the 
end of last month, and accompanied by his 
son, Mr. W. Nuttall, left Darwen for Clon- 
dalkin, County Dublin. The paper mill 
here used to be worked by the Dublin 
Paper Company. Quite a new line of 
paper will be made here under several pat- 
ents, the principal article being a _ special 
paper for insulating electric cable wires. A 
company has been formed to work the mill 
under the name of the Leinster Paper 
Company, Limited, with a capital of $125,- 
ooo. The three first directors are Mr. T. Y. 
Nuttall, Mr. W. Hepworth Collins, who is 
associated with Mr. Nuttall in the patents 
already referred to, and Mr. J. Hacking, of 
Accrington, who, I believe, is an engineer. 

Paper mill dividends recently declared 
show that the trade is at any rate fairly 
prosperous on the whole. The Darwen 
Paper Company have declared 15 ptr cent.; 
Owen's, of Cardiff, 12% per cent.: the 
North of Ireland Paper Company, 12%; 
half a dozen mills declare 10. As these 
represent a good number of widely differ- 
ent sorts of paper there is evidently noth- 
ing much to complain about on the whole. 

An important meeting of the General 
Executive of the Employers’ Federation in 
the engineering trade was held in Leeds 
this week, ard was representative of the en- 
tire trade.

Paper Manufacturing Company, Limited,

Delhi paper says that “if the concern is not 


overburdened by heavy agency and interest 
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charges, and is worked under capable and 
economical management, there is no rea- 
son why it should not meet with universal 
support. There is a great field in India for 
industrial enterprises of this kind.” 

Finds of various descriptions are not very 
uncommon in the paper mill. While cut- 
ting up some old mail bags at Joynson’s 
Paper Mills, St. Mary Cray, on Wednes- 
day, one of the female hands came across 
an unopened letter, posted in 1896, and con- 
taining a check for £150. The letter and 
check were given into the the 
manager. The local paper stars this little 
incident and heads it “A Lucky Find.” It 
would puzzle a sensational sub-editor in his 
lucid interval to explain where the luck 
comes in. An old check, long stopped, is 
just so much waste paper, and might have 
been “treated as sich.” 

A gigantic chimney has just been fin- 
ished at the St. Cuthbert Paper Works, 
Wells, Somerset, and owned by Pirie, 
Wyatt & Co., Limited. The old chimney, 
although of a fair size and height, had be- 
come altogether too small to carry off the 
smoke from the increased nuumber and 
size of the furnaces, so that a new shaft be- 
came absolutely necessary. The new chim- 
ney is built on the latest scientific principles, 
and with all modern improvements. It is 
chiefly of buff Bristol bricks, specially made 
and curved, so as to allow the stack to be 
built on the spiral system, winding round 
and round in a continuous curve, or screw,

as they call them in the North, “closures.” 


The chimney soars to a height of nearly 170 | 


feet, and in its construction no less than 
300,000 bricks were used, the whole stack 
weighing 1,600 tons. Of course, for such 


a weight, the foundations had to be solid. | 


The excavation for the foundation was 10 
feet deep, and the diameter 4o feet, and this 
was filled with 250 cubic yards of cement 
concrete to a depth of 5 feet, and upon this 
the brickwork was commenced with “‘set 
ons,” and the diameter gradually di- 
minished to 21 feet. From the ground to 
a height of about 20 feet was the pedestal 
and surmounting the pedestal was a heavy 
circular base of Draycott stone, weighing 
no less than 80 tons; about 4 feet from 
the top was another circular moulding of 
Draycott stone, and this weighed 35 tons. 
One characteristic of Draycott stone is its 
susceptibility to a high polish, and when 

it has the appearance of marble. 
A slab of the stone has Been beantiful- 
ly polished, and let into the base with the 
figures “1897” cut upon it. The inside of 
the chimney has what is known as a paral- 
lel bore, that is, the diameter is the same 
throughout its entire length, so that no ob- 
struction is offered to the volume of smoke 
ascending. The inside parallel bore of this 
particular chimney is 8 feet. The risk at- 
tending contraction and expansion from 
heating and cooling is guarded against by 
providing a cavity between the inner and 
outer walls, which is 15 inches at the base, 
and is gradually reduced till about two- 
thirds of the way up, when it disappears, 
and the walls are solid. 
rangement the outer wall of the chimney is 
always kept cool, and its life lengthened. 
All the stonework is cram with copper 
and run in with lead. Though the inside 
bore of the chimney is parallel the outside 
circumference gradually diminishes at the 
rate of 1% inches to every yard, so that 
while at the base the circumference is about 
21 feet, at the top it is only about 10 feet 
6 inches. The flues leading from the fur- 
maces to the chimney resemble long, high 
passages. There are two of these, and 
they are both fitted with revolving iron 
doors, so that communication with either 
or both with the boiler fires can be closed. 


In the flues is set Green’s patent fuel 
economizer. This consists of 768 large 
iron pipes, arranged in two sets of 384. 


These are filled with water, which, being 
raised to over-boiling point by the waste 
heat from the furnaces, requires less fuel 


to convert it itno steam when it reaches the |

terials have been hoisted up by steam. The 
work was commenced in February last, Mr.

In a recent paper read before the Society 
of Arts, Mr. R. H. Jones gave an interest- 
ing and instructive account of the discovery 
of the substance now termed asbestic. It 
appears that a mine at Danville, in Lower 
Canada, was suspected of containing asbes- 
tos, but had been given up as a non-paying 
concern, when it was taken in hand under 
new proprietorship, the members of which 
were much struck with what seemed to be 
an abnormal appearance in the rock from 
which the asbestos fibre was obtained. After 

|a series of experiments, some expensive 
pulverizing machinery was set up, and the 
resultant was a “fluffy, fibrous material of 
immaculate whiteness,” described as suita- 
ble for a large variety of purposes, notable 
among which is wall plaster, inasmuch as 
it needs neither hair nor sand, in addition 
to being fire-proof, heat-proof and sound- 
proof. Asbestic, it is said, will also make 
a fine roofing material, which would be 
proof to a great extent against climatic in- 
fluences. It is claimed specially as a valua- 
ble aid to the paper manufacturers, and 
has already taken an important and, indeed, 
leading position in many paper mills in the 
| United States. Prof. Sylvanus Thompson, 
in speaking concerning this new asbestic, 
| remarked that the introduction of wood 
| pulp has so chemically deteriorated paper 
| made from it that a century hence many 
| books now being printed will have disap- 
peared into powder. In paper, however, 
| made from asbestic, we shall have, he 
prophesies, “a paper more imperishable 
than the best linen paper, and probably the 
next great printer will use it and print with 
platinum black, so that both paper and ink 
will be fireproof.” ALFA.
